NOVA SCOTIA. 

Mr Howe's letter in reply to 'Justitia' ap- 
pears in tbe Halifax Chronicle, of the 13th 
Nov. He says he has never written a lino 
of criticism on lha Local Government's aots, 
but as he is attacked by their organs he must 
be permitted to reply. Ho repeats his words 
relating to the proposal of the Government 
residing made to llira at the Conveulion, and 
soys if 'Justitia' did not hear him ho must 
bave been hard of hearing. Referring to tho 
Utter written in Knglund to the Hon Mr 
EobertsoD, Mr Howe ..ays it was written un- 
der the belief that ihe Canadians would make 
do sincere effort to satisfy Nova Scotia, and 
that a oniori of tha Maritime Provinces was 
the next best card, When tbe Convention 
met it was lound that the smaller unioo was 
impracticable, and then he was free to pro 
poso a resignation of tho Government. He 
closes with the following p^agraph : 'The 
matter stands thus ; Those ivbo expect to gel 
repeal by sending resolutions across the 
water can try that ?xperiraent. I, for the 
reason I have given, have no faith ia that 
policy, acd declioe to ri commend it. Whilo 
this experiment is being tried, I b*~ all test 
the sinoerity ot the Canadians. It they are 
sincere we shall have something to tail back 
upon should the Local Government fail ; and 
if they are not, we shall bo no worso when 
tho fsot has been ascertained.' 

Thomas J. Wallace, a barrister, who has 
■everal times Dgured before the Privy Council 
of Eogland in disputes with Chief Justice 
Young, wat tried in the Supreme Court at 
Halifax tor threatening to shoot a policeman, 
The jury failed to agree. 

The Halifax Citizen refers briefly to the 
difficulty between Mr Howe and tho repeal- 
ed, and regrets that it has occurred, but says 
not a word as to its views of iho subject. 
There is some talk among the repealers of 
Hunt's county of getting up an indignation 
meeting to condemn Mr Howe. The general 
opinion is that Mr Howe can hardly carry 
■ny large number of the repealers with him, 
bat it is felt that his course must have im- 
mense weight in ICnilaod. The eyes of tho 
party have been fixed on Mr Bright to aid 
ibem. and they now fear thut in viow of Mr 
Howe's aetioa Mr Briuht may not be willing 
to espouse tho repeal cause. 

ONTARIO. 

Ottawa, Nov 11, . — The last meeting 
■ of the Privy Council under Lord Monck's 
administration will be held at Qaebec on 
Friday. All th< members of thn govern- 
ment left bero to day to be present. 

Chief Justice Richards has been ap- 
pointed Chief Justice of the Court of 
Queen's Bench of Ontario, and Justice 
HagaftyV Chief Justice uf tho Court of 
Common Plea : 

Touonto, Nov li. — A deputation from 
the Legislature ol' Ontario, appointed to 
present an address to Ilis Excellency 
Lord Monck on his departure foe Eng- 
land, left for Quebec this morning. 

W. Cornell Jewett is hero to further 
establish his plan of uu 'International 
Land Bureau.' Ho will submit his 
scheme to tho government at the earliest 
opportnnity. 

The Chatham Banner lias two libel 
suits ponding, one instituted by a lawyer, 
tho other by a doctor. Tho editor pro* 
mises some developments about tho lat- 
ter, providing ho don't abscond bulore the 
trial next Quarter Sessions. 

A few days since, says tho Hamilton 
Times, an aged local preacher in the 
towuship of Blenheim named James Wats 
son, while preaching the funeral service 
of a neighbor named Christian Stuuffer, 
received an apoplectic stroke and died 
instantly. Ho was preaching at the time 
from tho text ' There is a rest.' Many 
times previous to bis death ho had ex» 
pressed a wish to die in tho pulpit. 

Harris, a colored man, has had tbo 
hotel-keepers of Almonte, in the county 
of Lanark, summoned beforo a magistrate 
for refusing to givo him lodging, thus 
compelling him to take refuge in an out-, 
houso, to tho danger of his health. Ono 
hotel-keeper was lined SlO and costs, but 
gavo uotico of appeal. 



Geo. P. Sanolon, the cashier of tho 
Commercial Bur>k, ha8 absconded, 
loavinp; defalcations to tho amount ot 
$90,000. The notes of tho Commer- 
cial Bank have declined to sixty 
cents. 

St'Joiin, Nov 19 — Yostorday was a 
day of panic and disorder. Nothing 
like it was ever experienced in St 
John. Early in tho day it became 
known that S J Scovill, tbo Agent of 
St Stophou's Bank, had failed. Ho 
had for some yoara boon doing a largo 
privato batiking and exchange buBitiesr, 
n..d had a host of depositors. His 
liabilities aro supposed to bo about 
■! $200 ,000. Ho is in jail where write 
aro accumulating against him. Tbo 
St Stephen's and Peoples' Batiks both 
met tho run upon thorn until about 
nuon, whon tho St Stophou's Bank 
susponded. 

St John, Nov 21 — Tlio financial 
panic in tho Province of Now Bruns- 
wick continues unabatod. Tho notes 
of tho Yarmouth Bank ot Nova Sco 
lia and tho Prince Edward Island 
Bank woro both refused yesterday in 
business circles in St John. The 
ohanooa of tbe St Stephen Bank and 
Commercial Bank resuming payment 
aro oonaidorod remote. 



NEW BRUNSWICK. 
St John, N B, Nov 17— The mone- 
tary excitomont continues here. Tho 
St Stephen's Bank Agoncy oloscd 
yestorday, and announced that its 
papor would bo redcomod at the head 
office only. There has boon a general 
run for gold on all tbo other banks, 
which has been, so far, promptly mot. 



The Scandalous Life, Romantic Mar- 
riage, aud Despairing Death ol the 
Marquis of Hastings. 

[Correspondence of the Now York Times.] 
London, Wednesday, Nov 11, 18G8 
Yesterday thore died in London a noble- 
man of whom your readers must have read 
muob from time to lime, and whoso story 
wou Id prcve a memorable warning, if tho 
penplo ever learned wiscom from the ex- 
perience of others, to young men of every 
rank of lifo. 'Ihe Marquis of Hastings had 
made a world-wide reputation, but it was a 
reputation which would have broken Uie 
heart of aoy one who posseted acuto sus- 
ceptibilities on tho score of honor. Ho w.tb 
ibe greatest gambler io the" peerage. He 
had won as much as j£60,CO0 on a sini;l" 
race, and lobt £100,000 on another. When 
the last Derby war contested, his fortunes 
were said to be dependent on tbe running of 
a ronre. Lady Elizabeth. She oamo up to 
the s arting post a scarecrow — poisoned nod 
ruined, no one has ever yet found out by 
whom. There were Home ugly scandals 
connected with the affair, acd it was even 
said that tho Marquis ol Hastings added an 
additional stain to his name by the curious 
transactions relative to the Earl and Lady 
Elizabeth. Certain it is, thut from that lime 
to the present he has never held up his head. 
Ho wished to eo oo tho Newmarket course 
at the last meeting, but tbe very mon who 
had thrown up their hats and cheered liiui 
when he was making docks nnd drakes of 
h is fortune, sternly denied him hie request. 
He had parted with every roo f of land ho 
ever possessed, and was heavily in debt in 
all directions. He bull lost every thing— in- 
cluding honor. Yesterday, whon he died, he 
was only twenty-six. What wild pleasures 
and excitements, what bitter cares and dis- 
appointments, had been crowded into thai 
b'ief life I M'ny who had seen the young 
Marquis driving his four iu-hand, with hat 
stuok on ono side and a gay fl iwer in b'\s 
coat, have envied him bis 'brilliant career,' 
and what tbey deemed his happiness. Des- 
pair and dishonor sat by his death-bud 
yesterday. Who now envies the last look nut 
upon tbe world, which tbe unhappy noolo- 
man, heir of a line going back to tho oon- 
quest, was doomed to take before the dark- 
ness, closed in ? Et nos quoque te!" "xir- 
sithmt. '.We too have flung our darts' — auob 
was his family motto. They were dans of 
death and destruction, aud returned upon 
the last of tha race. For not only arp 
wealth, horses, land, all gone, but ihe very 
name died oat with Iho present Marquis. 
Ho married about f'jur years ago, but lelc no 
children. 

Of bis marriago, your renders, even in 
rural districts, most have read something at 
tho timo it took place. It was one ol Ihe 
romances of tho peerage which everyone 
would have luughed et as wildly improbable 
if it had been preseoted as one of tbo inci- 
dents of a novol. The daughter ol tho 
second Marquis of Anglosoy, Lady Florence 
Paget, was a well known beauty, (sho is 
now only twenty-six) and, perhaps she a 
little startled old-fasbioned people by her 
style of lifo. She was engaged to be marri- 
ed in 1864 lo a man well known in tbe 
racing world — Mr Chaplin. It was tho very 
Mr Chaplin who won £100,000 from tho 
Marquis of Hastings lust year — tho final 
blow to tbo Marquis' shattered lortuoes. Oo 
tha day before Ihe wedding-day Lady Flur- 
euco went into Swann & Edgui's dry goods 
warehouse in Regent strict, which extends 
from ono street to nnother. She entered the 
homo at lha Regent slrcet ond, and quilted 
it in Piocodilly, leaving hor own carriage 
( Mr Chaplin's) on Regent Btroot. In Picca- 
dilly Ihe Marquis of Hastings mot her, anil 
they went straight ofl and got muiried, 
leaving Mr Chaplin to meditate on the per- 
lection of aristocratic honor at his leisure. 
As lor the storios which huve since been about 
tho town, I pasB thorn by. They may not 
bave been true, ond it will bo far from a 
pleasant task to go wading ainoDg them. 

Alter tho marriage tho Marquis wont 
do vn bill nt a faster gait than ever. Every- 
body but himself could see how it would end. 
Is it not always so when a man is hurrying 
to his ruin J Ho rushes headlong, witbeurn 
deaf lo entreaty and remonstrance, nnd eyes 
closed lo danger. Tbo dead Marquis (squan- 
dered a splendid inheritance; in fivo yeais, 
Hia sister bought of him the reversionary 
interest in thoanuostial estates ot tbo family, 
or they, too, would have gone to Iho Jews 
and tbo insatiable crowd ot racing mon. His 
epitaph, as represented to the w^rld by Ice 
Times this morning is as follows : 'A short 
live yoars has rendored tho name of tho Mar- 
quis of Hustings a by-word ; haB reduced 
tho MarquiB' estate to the prey of uupritu 
cipled spooulatore, and has consigned tho 



Maiquis himself to an untimely and un- 
honored grave.' What need of words to 
point tbe moral of such a career ? Aod yet 
wo shall see other young men, noble or 
commoners, born to tha iuberitanco of groa-t 
woaltb, doing precisely the same tbiog as 
this Marquis has done, and coming probably 
to the some end. Tho experience ol others 
is ever written in vain.

•The oarl'B year' has reached a climax in 
tho death of its lending actor. The spider 
aud the fly drama is euded. The poor cor-, 
neted youth who had crowded into six years 
moro Coninthian oxoitemeot and weightier 
turf cares, than many 'fast men' knew in a 
life 1 timo, has laid down his weary load. He 
was only twenty-six io July, and ho had 
frittered away two fine family estates. Bet» 
ting is said to bo the touchstone of tho Eng- 
lishman's sincerity, but with the Marquis 
a craving for the odds had beoomo a disease. 
He worshipped chance with all the ardor of 
a Iruntio. Ilia wits wore, ho considered, 
worth to him in the bettiDg riDg at least 
£20,000 a year, and he Bornetimos threaded 
his way through the muzes of trials and 
public runnings with nil the sagacity ol a 
wizard. His public coups were often so bril- 
liant that it was hardly to be wondered at 
that he believed in his owu destiny and his 
power lo break the ring. Ho cated little 
whether the drainago or other improvements 
on his Donnington estate were stopped, if he 
only got frosb supplies for another New- 
market campaign. Tho ring, on tbo oiher 
hand, had marked him for their owo, aud 
never left him. They would cluster beneath 
the Jockey Club balcony at Epsom, holding 
up their hands to claim his attention, and 
catching at his replies liko a flock of huDgry 
hawks. Thore ha would stand smiling at 
the wild tumult below, wearing hie hat 
jauntiy on one side, a red floivsr in his 
button hole, ond his colors round his neck, 
cool and calm whilo tho Hulent' mnde bis 
horse a 'hot favorito' at oDce, and a few 
slipped back to the ring to follow his lead. 
For a time be was a perfect Cocker; but be 
fell at last in tho unequal strife, nod tho men 
who bad drawn him most copiously were 
among those who set tbeir faca taoet sternly 
against him when he wished' to see the Heath 
Once again.

Far Interesting Heading Matter as o I at pngt> 



We observe that that unparalleled ab . 
surdity — tbo Saving's Bank Bill — bos 
passed a first reading in tbo Council 
without debate. Wo cannot discover 
•what objeot the Government bas in 
View by this measure, unless it be (as 
a correspondent shrowdly romarked 
the other morning), to pay something 
like seventeen per oont. for money 
that might be bad in the London mar 
ket for six. Money may bo had hero 
on real estato, at Irom twelve to eight 
teen per cent, per annum. Does tho 
Government anticipate that with th 
General Eovenuo as security, the de 
positor would be satisfied with a lower 
rate of interest than ho could obtai 
for bis money with real estate as so 
ourity ? Or, is tho amount of capital 
lying unemployed In tho hands of tb 
only olasB that could avail itself of the 
accommodation, sufficiently largo to 
make it an object for tho Govern men 
to embark in an onterpriso whioh, say 
all they may of this or that officer 
carrying it on without additional sal- 
ary, will add materially to tho ox 
pense of Government and to tho inter- 
est account? If tho objeot of tho 
Government bo to lavish surplus ( I) 
funds upon speculative enterprises 
there are many operations in which i 
might engage that would pay hand-* 
somoly. Bnt with our Hmall populan 
tion, and with money^in demand for 
general business purposes at three 
times the London rate of interost,a Sav 
ings Bank appears to us as ono of tho 
most unpromising enterprises that a 
Government or private parties could 
engage in. Of the general principle 
of Savings Banks we are in favor, 
having observed tbeir success in 
Other countries and tho benefits they 
confer on the working class. But it 
does not follow, because the principle 
is commendable, that a Government 
is bound to become bankers. It might 
be, and is, desirable to drive a tunnel 
through the Eocky Mountains, or to 
build a railroad to Cariboo ; but is our 
Government, in its present financsal 
condition, bound to prosecute either 
of the enterprises at a geat loss be 
cause it would confer benefits on a 
couple of thousand men ? 

Attention has lately been called to 
the deterioration which coal suffers from 
exposure to the weather, and to the im» 
portance of keeping it as dry as possible, 
Anthracite suffers the least, bituminous 
the moBt. According to the experiments 
of Grundmann, coal exposed to the 
weather in heaps lost, during a period of 
nine months, fifty per cent of its valuo as 
fuel, and about as much as a gas-making 
material ; it undergoes a process of slow 
combustion, taking up oxygen and giving 
off the volatilo products of oxydation — 
air and moisture playing the principal 
part, and warmth promoting it ; tho valu- 
able combustion ingredients are lost, and 
tho injurious ones, as sulphur, oxygen 
and ash, aro relatively increased. Coko 
from weathered coal is of inferior quality, 
losing its coherence. Neither wood nor 
coal can bear long exposaro to the ele- 
ments without losing a largo sharo of its 
real valuo as fuel. 



The Moncrieff Gun Carriage. 



The following is a description of Cap- 
tain Moncrieff's gun carriage : It never 
seems to have occurred to any ono before 
Captain Moncrieff (or, if if did, tho idea 
never fructified) that tho recoil might be 
made a servant, and not a master ; and 
that, instead of letting it expend its 
Btrength on the destruction of carriages 
and platforms, it might be used to do the 
one thing that was wanted— to lift the 
gun above tho parapjt at tho moment of 
firing, and deposit it gently below in a 
place of safety tho instant after the shot 
was delivered. This was tho simple idea 
of Captain Monorioff's invention, nnd the 
mode of applying it is as simple as tho 
idea itself. Imagiuo a fowling pioco 
fixed to the top of the back of a rocking 
chair and fired, tho chair rolls back with 
tho recoil, smoothly and evenly, without 
the slightest jar; and, if caught and stop* 
ped at tho lowest position, tho gun may 
bo loaded, and the chair let go, when it 
must instantly roll back to recover its 
balance, nnd bring the guu once moro to 
tho top. Firo tho gun again, and tho 
process repeats itself ; and so wo have 
our gun always fired from a high position, 
and inptantly brought to a lower level, to 
bo again prepared for action. This is tho 
whole essence of Captain Moncrieff's de- 
vice. Tho rocking chair, tho olovator as 
it is called, weighs six tons, and tho 
weight is so distributed that in tho posi* 
tion of equilibrium the gun is at the high- 
est point. Tho bottom of tho elevator is 



rounded liko tbo rollers of the rocking 
chair, and tho instant tho gun is Gred the 
recoil sets tho machine rolling, and brings 
down the guu some feet below the para- 
pet. There it is slopped by a common 
catch or pawle, working on a tootshed 
wheol like that which every one has boeu 
on a windlass or a crane. When the gun 
is loaded tho pawlo is removed by a 
handle, the gun springs up, tho shot is 
Gred nnd down comes tho piece again to 
tho loading position. A simple con- 
trivance called the carriage, which is no- 
thing but a bar pivoted to tho gun at one 
end, and riding along an incliued plane at 
tho other, keeps the piece horizontal 
throughout tho movemont, and by mean 
of a looking-glass the gun is aimed, while 
in the loading position, without requiring 
even the man who lays it to cxposo him 
self for a moment.

Hon Prake presented a petition from 
the Victoria Fire Department, asking for 
relief. The institution was greatly in 
arrears, and in order to keep up the effi- 
ciency of the Department had already 
expended §1650 for their own privato 
purses. 

Petition received and laid on the table. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

Hon Helmcken— That in bringing in tho 
motion, ti.at the Council go into Commit- 
tee of tho Whole to consider that part of 
His Excellency's address relating to tho 
Reciprocity Treaty with the United 
States of North America, ho had 
merely desired that a day might be fixed 
for tho full consideration of the question. 
Monday Hth prox. was then decided od. 

Hou Holmckcu moved that His Excel- 
lency the Governor be respectfully re- 
quested to transmit to this Council any 
papers relative to (J) The Land Bill ; (2) 
The Judiciary Bill ; (31 Tho Reciprocity 
Treaty with tho United States of .North 
America ; (4) The question of Confeder- 
ation with Canada. Motion carried. 

Hon Drake begged leave to postpone 
his questions to the hon Attorney General, 
as the subjects required more mature. con- 
sideration. Postponed untill tho 12th 
prox. 

Hon Helmcken — Tho question as to 
whether any schemo had been started for 
the encourugement of immigration, was 
one invested with a good deal of import- 
ance, but as he had heard that there 
was a schemo under consideration he 
would not discuss the matter further at 
present. In relation to the opening of 
tho Eaglo Pass routG, ho thought that 
was a matter of paramount importance at 
the present moment, and thero should be 
no delay in opening tho route. Recent 
intelligence from the gold fields there 
was so encouraging that he thought in the 
interest of the merchants of Victoria and 
New Westminster the utmost diligence 
should be used, otherwise the neighboring 
States of America would monopolize the 
trade. Thero was another consideration 
also, the road by the Eagle Pass would 
form a portion of the future Road to 
Canada ; henco tho outlay would be of 
lasting valne. 

Hon Young — The only answer lie could 
give at the moment in rclatiou to the 
first question was that it was under con 
eideration ; the like reply must also serve 
for tho seeond with this additiou, that the 
hoa Magistrate for Kootenay was at that 
moment with His Excellency, and they 
had the question under discussion. Hon 
members might re3t assured, however, that 
the moment any information reached him 
on either subject, ho would lay it before 
the Council. 

Hon Helmcken — The Ordinance which 
he now brought forward was in fact n 
part of a bill touching an alteration in the 
Constitution of tho Council brought in 
yesterday ; he had divided tho bill into 
two parts and he was happy to say the 
portion now before him could bo acceded 
to by the Governor. It was to provide 
for the Registration of Voters, who they 
shall bo, and where they shall vote. Ho 
would say, however, that tho schedule was 
imperfect and required amendment Thia 
caused him no regret, as by tho time the 
amendments wero complete tho members 
from tho Upper Country would be in their 
seats and would lend him great assistance 
in marking out the limits of the different 
districts. The mode of Registration 
would be the same as formerly in Vic- 
toria. The hon member then proceeded 
to givo tho substance of tho different 
clauses of tho bill amongst which he gave 
foreigners tho right to volo on the same 
footing as a British subject. 

Leave was granted to bring in tho bill, 
which was afterwards read a first time. 
Second reading fixed for tho 13th prox. 

Hon Helmcken, in order to adapt tho 
form of tho bill proposed yesterday, for 
the alteration of tho Constitution of tho 
Council to the tasto of hon members, ho 
proposed to cut off its head. By this 
means it would bo merely a petition. 
Ho continued to think, howovcr, that it 
would havo received more attention as a 
bill. His hon neighbor (the member for 
Cariboo) suggested that prudence was tho 
better part of valor, and as if tho question 
was pressed to a vote just now, they (tho 
supporters of tho bill; would bo beaten, 
ho would rotroat in order, hoping in tho 
course of time to draw recruits from tho 
ranks of tho onomy. 



Standing orders having been suspended 
tho hon ITcImoken gave notice that he 
Mfould bring forward a series of resolutions 
to alter the Constitution of tho Executive 
and Legislative Councils. 

Hon Helmcken then moved an adjourn- 
ment until 1 o'clock P. M. of Thursday, 
7th prox., which was carried.

Tub Steam Fire Enoinb— Tho Tiger En 
gine Company, accompanied by a part of the 
Union Hook and Ladder Company, received 
their handsome new steamer yesterday, and 
tested her working opaoity at the cistern 
corner ol Yates and Governmant etreots. 
largo number of spectators gathered to wit- 
ness the experiments, which were conduotod 
under the supervision of Mr Burnes, foreman 
of the Timers. Tho fire war. started under 
the boiler upon the arrival of the engine nt 
tho oistern. The fuel was lirjrbt sticks and 
grease. Steam was generated in 9} minutes 
and in 12 minutes after tho starting of the 
fire a stream of water was thrown. The 
new machinery worked stiff. Tho weather 
was unfavorable, and at timos n high wind 
converted many feet of tho Btream into spray, 
so that tbo power ol the engine was not fairly 
tested. The length of time oonsumsd in 
getting up Btoam is explained to have been 
caused by the presence of oil in tho boiler, 
which ran in while the plates wero being 
screwod together. Under ordinary circum- 
stances steam oan bo generated in 7 to 8 
minutes, and as tho tiro will be kindled 
while the engine is leaving her house in 
answer to on alarm, no unnecessary time 
need bo wasted for that purpose. Following 
is a statement of tho performance of tho en- 
gine, dorived from Messrs Gowen and Thain, 
who carefully measured the lenglh of each 
stream :

Letter from Fort Townsciid. 

Port Townsknd, Dec 18G8. 
Editor British Colonist : — Since my 
last report but little of commercial import- 
ance has transpired here. On Deo 15th the 
U S Revenue Cutter Wyands came to an- 
chor for the purpose of performing the rites 
of burial, one of the orow having lost bis life 
00 the cruise up from San Francisco, by 
falling from aloft and striking his bead upon 
the deck. On the 17th tho Wyanda left for 
Victoria, whence after coaling, she will pro- 
ceed to Sitka. On December 21st the French 
ship Jonnio Alice arrived from San Fran- 
cisco, where the has been .undergoing re- 
pairs. She loads at Utsalady for Hong 
Kong. 

The ehip Great Pacific, now overdue, has 
not yet arrived. Some anxiety is expressed 
for her safety. Tho bark Leonoro, which 
was waterlogged at Neuh Bay, passed up in 
tow of the steauier Columbia on Thursday 
tho 17th. The Bhip Elizabeth Kimball ia 
still in quarantine. The cases of small pox 
on board are progressing favorably. Four of 
the five cases at Port Gamblo have proved 
fatal. The ship David Hoadley, whence 
tbeso cases originated, passed dowa the 
Straits this morning, bound for San Francis- 
co. 

Mr Thurston, one of the employes of the 
Port Gamble Company, who, several months 
sinco met with u compound fracturo of tbo 
leg, nnd wsb brought to thin plaoo nnd suoi 
cessfully troated by Dr Calh'Oun, returning to 
the mill »omo three weeks since, it is reported 
has again broken the eamu limb by falling 
down the steps in front of bis Ii'oubb. Tho 
poor fellow is deserving of public sympathy. 

Tho attention of speculators is being di- 
rected to Port ^Townsond and vicinity as 
the possible il not probable termination of the 
railroad which is; expected to bo shortly 
constructed between Columbia River nnd 
Paget Sound. A'.pfonxment Ranking house 
in Portland has lo^ly^ entered some of tho 
vacant land in this ^ricinity— others, taking 
their cue therefrom, are following suit; and 
we expect ere long to bear that til the va- 
cant land in this neighborhood has beon 
gobbled up — p"ar<ton— tho vulgarism. O, ye 
Victorians, just bridge the Straits, and ero 
long ye shall bo aroused from your morning 
slumbers by tho snort of the iron horse as he 
comes to his journey's end, weary with a 
seven days' tramp across tho oontinent.

It is scarcely to be ex- 
pected tbat any class of men Bbould allow 
a system by which they think they profit to 
be attacked without opposition ; but it is 
equally natural that the consumer, who has 
to pay lor all this agricultural contentment, 
Bhould likewise wish to make himself hearer 
and I protest againft the epithets of restless 
spirits, ruthless politicians, etc, so freely ap- 
plied to their opponents by those whoso 
opinion^ or interests induce them to join in 
tho plaintive cry — Do, ob, do, leave us alono. 

I doubt whether in the long run the 
present system wruld be nd f ontngcous even 
to the farmer.
